and congressional elections will he 
fought on th e liquor issue except in 
local instances. 
In Uinols the issue arises in the 
senatorial fight, since George Bren- 
non, dem ocrat, is ru n n in g on a wet 
platform .

ing prim aries since W illiam S. Vare 
is expected

T h at is the 
political situation now in the trail

Geneva, March 12 -Only a thread 
of hope exists today th a t Germany 
may im m ediately become a member 
of the League of N ations with a per­ 
m anent seat on the League council. 
Geneva is ready, however, for a 
final effort to patch 
together 
an 
agreem ent which would permit con­ 
sum m ation of the Locarno work to­ 
ward E uropean peace and security. 
If th a t effort fails, Europe’s 
moat 
am bitious effort to 
secure 
herself 
against, herself would fail or at hest 
the League would adjourn the Ger­ 
man and other candidacies for sev­ 
eral w-eeks to permit tempers to cool 
and attitu d e s to alter. 
Several socialistic delegates to the 
League today 
telegraphed 
Prem ier 
Handler of 
Sweden, 
urging 
that 
Sweden abandon her opposition to 
the enlargem ent of the League coun­ 
cil. 
Among the signers to the tele­ 
gram were P au l Boncour and Leon 
Blum of France, and Premier Van- 
dervelde of Belgium. 
Foreign M inister Oaten linden of 
Sweden was the ta rg e t of argumenta 
alm ost all of last n ig h t as various 
would-be m ediators sought him to 
tu rn {rom his inten tio n to veto the 
election of any nation but Germany 
to council m em bership a t this time. 
Unden rem ained firm. 
Chancellor 
L uther and Foreign M inister Street­ 
man n of G erm any likew ise were un­ 
moved by pleas th at they promise In 
advance to approve the enlargem ent 
of the council. 
The negotiators of Locarno 
m et 
again today in the apartm ents of Sir 
A usten C ham berlain, British foreign 
secretary, hut it is admitted that the 
solution of the 
council’s 
problem 
does not lie w ith them. 
About the only hope today 
w as 
based on the remote possibility that 
Spain and Brazil m ight accept some 
form ula for postponing their candi­ 
dacies to perm anent council 
mem­ 
bership. 
F ailing this, adjournment 
of the council m a tter may be neces­ 
sary to avoid an irrevocable rupture 
within the League. 
The conferees, it Is learned, con­ 
sidered a solution whereby Germany 
would be elected to the League im ­ 
mediately, while the council would 
recommend th a t the assembly create 
a non p erm anent council 
member­ 
ship for Poland. 
This compromise 
envisaged the adjournm ent of Spain 
and B razil’s candidacies until Sep­ 
tember, when the council would o c ­ 


hring him from the federal p en iten ­ 
tiary.

SPLENDID TEAM WORK SHOWN 


In gaining that increase in the tariff on foreign butter, splen­ 
did team work was shown. 
Our own congressman, Harold Knut­ 
son, is generous in adm itting that he wasn’t the only lawmaker 
championing the cause of the dairymen and farm ers of the N o r t h ­ 
west. 
Other representatives entitled to praise include Congress­ 
men Furlow, Clague, Andresen and Goodwin, who with Knutson 
worked hard to bring about the tariff raise. 
In a letter to T h e D i s p a t c h , Congressman Knutson says: 
“When the butter price took such a big drop two years ago, I in­ 
troduced a bill to amend the; tariff act by increasing the tariff 
rate on imported butter from eight cents per pound to twenty 
cents per pound, but owing to opposition from members repre­ 
senting large industrial centers, was unable to secure considera­ 
tion. 
“I then turned my efforts toward having the Tariff Commis­ 
sion investigate the situation with a view to having it recommend 
to the President an increase of the present rate of eight cents 
per pound by fifty per cent, which would be permissible under 
the so-called elastic clause of the Fordney-McCumber Act. 
“Tile Commission finally consented to order an investigation 
of cost production in Europe. 
This was done last summer, and 
I was assured that a report would be made to the President not 
later than September 1st. 
Later I was informed that the subject 
involved so many features that it would not lie possible to get the 
report to the President until December. 
In the meanwhile dif­ 
ferences of opinion had arisen among several members of the 
Commission and the report was delayed, over our protest, until 
February 27th, when it was sent to the White House with one 
dissenting opinion. 
On Saturday last the President issued an 
executive order increasing the tariff rate on butter fifty per cent. 
“Let me say in this connection that splendid team work ex­ 
ists among the Republican congressmen of Minnesota. 
We work 
together on every proposition that comes up pertaining to our 
section of the country, and the result is we are accomplishing 
something worth while right along. 
• 
“President Coolidge deserves a great deal of credit, as there 
has been tremendous opposition to any increase on the butter 
tariff rate, for it is bound to increase the cost of butter to the 
consumer.” 


VOTINO IS IMPORTANT IM TY OK IT H /E N N H IF 


G o v e r n o r C h r i s t i a n s o n ’s talk before the Calhoun club of 
Minneapolis furnishes a splendid text for an opening article in 
the Get Out the Vote campaign of the Brainerd League of Women 
Voters. • 
The text, taken from different paragraphs of the Governor’s 
speech, runs as follows: “ If freedom of the individual in America 
is to be maintained, it cannot be done by Fourth of July oratory, 
but only by intelligent exercise of the ballot. 
All citizens must 
be well informed, but it will do no good to be informed unless we 
cast intelligent votes and take an active part in our own govern­ 
ment. Self government is its own justification. 
It stimulates re­ 
sponsibility and is valuable, not for what it does for people, but 
for what it does to people.” 
In other words, Democracy is the greatest system of adult 
education yet devised and the only way we can m atriculate in this 
great university is by voting. 
Many people object to getting out 
the ignorant vote. 
But if the ignorant voter has a conscience, he 
(or she) will not remain ignorant. 
Give children responsibility, 
and they will rise to meet it. Self government clubs in our schools 
and student government committees in our colleges have proved 
this, and men ale only “children older grown.” 
America has always been noted for doing a job thoroughly, 
once it undertakes it. 
We hesitated to go into the great war, 
but once in, we made a thorough job and a quick finish of it. Are 
we to fail in the biggest job of all and the one we have chosen as 
peculiarly our own— that of self government? 
We certainly will, 
unless we can get out more than fifty-one per cent of the vote. 
That percentage doesn’t indicate sufficient interest in government 
to spell success for Democracy. 
Mrs. Sumner McKnight said, in her speech here last week, 
that just as Greece stood for beauty, and Rome fo r law, that the 
United States would go down in history as a nation devoted to 
practical idealism. 
In other words, a nation that put its ideals 
into practice and made them realities. 
Are we going to justify 
such faith in us, as a nation? 
Not unless we are willing to per­ 
form the simplest duty of citizenship— that of voting.

COMMERCIALIZING AMATEUR TENNIS 


By HENRY L. FARRELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
Commercialization of amateur tennis became a big issue in southern 
France before the first meeting between Mile. Suzanne Lenglen and Miss 
Helen Wills and there was a lot of agitation in this country that something 
should be done about it. 
Americans, who protested that tile innocent and unsophisticated young 
American champion, was being used as a sort of piece of merchandise to fur­ 
ther tin' interests of the hotel people in the Riviera district, were answered 
with the charge—“So’s your old man." 
The French critics, who made some caustic comment when the townspeo­ 
ple of Berkeley gave Miss Wills an automobile when she returned from her 
Olympic triumph in 1924, wept after lier again because she was writing some 
articles for the press and flatly declared that amateurism, as defined by the 
United States Lawn Tennis association, was the bunk. 
The demand was made in this country that American tennis officials 
should swing a couple of fists to get Miss Wills out of the grasp of the money 
interests but the international affairs committee of tile association ruled that 
Miss Wills was on her own in France and that thoro was no just reason for 
the governors of the game in this country to step into what was a private 
fight. 
It was pointed out in tHis column at the time that if tennis in France 
was under the same strict supervision that it is in this country that no such 
situations could occur. 
Just a few days later an incident arose that proved the point. 
Bill Tilden, rather innocently, arranged a series of exhibition matches 
between French and American players planned to be staged in Tex Rickard’s 
Garden. 
The receipts were to have been devoted to the Freneh-American Good 
Will association. 
The tenuis association refused to sanction the matches and under the 
constitution any American player who played in the matches would have be­ 
come liable to suspension. 
Tilden became rebellious and said that he, Vin­ 
cent Richards and Francis Hunter would play in defiance of the association 
on the grounds that the association had no right to exercise the dominance 
of a slave holder over a player. 
The members of tile French team refused to play because they were the 
guests of the association in this country and because they didn’t know a lot 
about the Good Will association and what it was all about. 
Tilden was forced to call off the matches with a protest about red tape 
and misguided zeal of the association but it was not until later that the as­ 
sociation indirectly explained its zeal. 
According to a prominent official of the association, the broad spaces of 
llickard’B big arena were offered for the charity show but the Garden staff 
was to get 25 per cent of the receipts and the Garden staff was interested 
primarily in seeing how many spectators tennis would draw In the arena. 
It is generally believed that Rickard was the American promoter who 
offered Mile. Lenglen $20,000 for several professional matches in thiB coun­ 
try and he admits that he would promote some professional court matches if 
he thought they would pay. 
The association claims that the Good Will matches w ere a move to find out 
if the paying public would support exhibition tennis.
